1922 the snow removal pro-

in 1924. 
This coming winter snow 
will be removed from nearly 5,500 
miles. 
The department’s policy is to 
fight the storm rather than attempt 
to remove the snow after it has fallen 
and packed. 
When the snow begins 
to fall, whether it be day or night, 
the forces engaged in this work are 
notifies! and when the 
snow 
is two 
inches deep the equipment is on the 
road. 
Mr. Connell, as was noted precious­ 
ly, is one of the pioneers in the study 
of modern road construction. In 1909, 
before automobile traffic had reached 
tremendous proportions, he anticipated 
the future demands of traffic and built 
an experimental road in the Borough 
of Bronx in New York City. 
He wras 
at th at rime in charge of highway 
work in the Bronx. 
This was one of 
first pieces of experimental road ever 
built, and it included virtually every 
known type of paving and surface 
treatment used at that time. 
Mr. 
Connell made a report on this road 
after it had been subjected to traffic. 
The wide attention it attracted in en­ 
gineering circles resulted in his ap­ 
pointment as Chief of the Bureau of 
Highways in Philadelphia. 
In Phila­ 
delphia 
he 
built the 
Byberry and 
Bensalem test road, with some thirty 
odd sections of different types of road 
construction, which attracted the a t­ 
tention of engineers throughout the 
world. 
To build roads to suit the traffic is 
Mr. Connell’s aim. 
That he is suc­ 
ceeding and that he is gaining fame 
for Pennsylvania’s roads may be a t­ 
tested from 
many 
sources. 
Motor 
tourists come from afar to ride over 
them, highway engineers from other 
states and even other countries havo 
taken their cue from them. 
Mr. Con­ 
nell’s ingenuity as a road builder ha*s 
been recognized 
by 
the 
American 
Road Builders’ Association, of which 
he is the president. 
He also is an 
officer and a leading spirit in the 
American 
Association 
of 
Highway 
Officials. 
The unprecedented accomplishment 
of the Pennsylvania Department of 
Highways in the past three years has 
been due largely to the fact that the 
policy of the department has been 
to curry out the 
recommendations 
made by Mr. Connell to the Citizens’ 
Committee in the latter half of 1922. 
The recommendations were of such a 
constructive nature that they have 
placed Pennsylvania in the foreground 
in the administration of its highway 
business. 


PAVED ROADS COST LESS THAN DIRT 
ROADS 


Any motorist would rather drive on a hard paved road than on 
a dirt road; but how many motorists realize the tremendous dif­ 
ference in motor vehicle operation cotta between these two types? 
A number of practical tests have been made to determine what 
this differential is. 
Following is the result of a test conducted by 
a well known manufacturer of motor trucks, showing the mileage 
obtained per gallon on different types of road: 
Earth ......................?....................... 5.TH miles per gallon 
'Fair gravel .................................. 7.19 miles per gallon 
Good gravel .................................... 9,39 miles per gallon 
Fair bituminous macadam . . . . 9.4K miles per gallon 
Fair brick ...................................... 9.88 miles per gallon 
Good brick .................................... 11.44 miles per gallon. 
Rigid paving ................................ 11.78 miles per gallon 
With gasoline at twenty-four cents a gallon it may be deducted 
from the foregoing table that it costs about two cents a mile more 
to drive over dirt roads than over a modern rigid pavement. 
It is very conservative to estimate that on average every auto­ 
mobile in Pennsylvania travels ten miles a day on a hard surfaced 
road. 
(The State Highway Department estimates fourteen miles.> 
Assuming that this average holds good '.IOO days out of the year. 
it may be deducted, with a little simple arithmetic, that the hard 
roads of Pennsylvania are saving the motorists of this state more 
than $75,000,000 a year, more than the state’s annual expenditure 
for highways. And saving in fuel is but one of tho many econo­ 
mies afforded by modern highway improvement. 
There are also

( rease of real estate values, the saving of time, the agricultural 
and industrial economies of all year around transportation and 
many other advantages.
